WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP) 
— The United States Weather 
Bureau predicted yesterday that 
it will -be generally cooler than 
normal in the West and warmer 
than normal in the East in the 
next 30 days.

Near normal pre- 
cipitation was predicted in other 
states,

Figures were compiled for 
murder, forcible rape, robbery, 
aggravated assault, burglary, 


larceny over $50 and automobile 


theft. The national trend showed 
increases in every category, 
ranging from 4 to 13 per cent. St. 
Louis had decreases in four of 
the seven categories. 

There were 28 murders: com- 
mitted here in the first half of 
1960, compared with 47 a year 
ago. The 40 per cent drop com- 
pares with a national increase of 
6 per cent. 

The number’ of larcencies over 
$50 fell from 2373 tq 1913 here, 
a decrease of 19 per cent, com- 
pared with a national increase 
of 8 per cent. 

Aggravated assaults declined 
here from 1160 to 1057, an 8 per 
cent drop, while nationally, the 
number went up 4 per cent. Au- 
tomobile thefts in St. Louis went 
from 2034 to 1928, a 5 per cent 
decline, compared with a 5 per 
cent increase elsewhere. 

The largest increase here was 
in the number of forcible rapes, 
with 121 reported in 1960 com- 
pared with 95 a year ago, a 27 
per cent advance. The nation as 
a whole reported a 5 per cent 
‘increase. 

Robberies, which rose nation- 
ally by 13 per cent, went up by 
7 per cent in St. Louis, from 
1038 to 1112. And _ burglaries, 
which recorded an over-all in- 
crease of 12 per cent, advanced 
here by only 1.4 per cent, from 
4858 to 4926. 

Total crimes committed in St. 
Louis decreased by 520, from 
11,605 to 11,085. Despite the drop, 
the total is high in comparison 
with the number of crimes in 
other cities of similar size. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
characterized the national in- 
crease as ‘“‘startling.” He said 
the increase applied to all geog- 
raphic regions of the nation.

This unnecessarily harsh action 
on the part of the policemen of the 
Ninth District is an indication that 
civil liberties are not as heavily 
insured to private citizens in- this 
area as one might expect and de- 
mand, Must those who have in- 
telligent viewpoints which should 
be expressed publicly fear to do 
so because of quite possible pub- 
lic embarrassment at the hands of 
police officers and disgruntled, vin- 
dictive property owners?

The Last Two Trunks 


St. Louis county’s Gravois and Coldwater 
creeks are giant open sewers that threatén 
the health of thousands of people, depreciate 
residential property values and generally tend 
to inhibit new economic growth. Fortunately 
both these problems can be cured quite read- 
ily provided that the people of the watersheds 


give their consent. 


Separate special elections on bond issues 
to finance the necessary trunk sewers are 
scheduled for Aug. 30. The Gravois creek pro- 
posal is for $4,750,000 in general obligation 
bonds to be paid off in 20 years; it requires 
a two-thirds favorable majority. Based on 
1959 property assessments in the watershed, 
the cost of the bonds will run about 30 cénts 
on the $100 for the first year. This figures out 
at about $15 a year for the owner of a $15;000 


home (assessed at $5000). 


New residential, commercial and industrial 
development will boost the total tax val- 


uation. 
tiring the sewer bonds will fall.

When the 


Gravois creek proposal was submitted two 
years ago (and defeated) a 40-cent tax was 
indicated. Or consider Maline creek in north 
county. In three years the levy necessary to 
retire bonds there has fallen from 20 cents 


to 12, and no doubt it will go even lower. 


The Coldwater creek proposal involves a 


revenue bond issue of about $11,000,000 to 
cover both the cost of a trunk sewer and 
a complete treatment plant. Revenue bonds, 
which will be paid off in 30 years, need only 
a four-sevenths (57 per cent) favorable ma- 
jority. This is a less desirable method of fi- 
nancing than the use of general obligation 
bonds, but there is insufficient property valu- 


ation in the Coldwater watershed to carry 
general obligation bonds. It will cost $15 a 


year for the debt service and $1 a month for 
operation and maintenance per family. 


Coldwater creek rises in the Overland area 
and flows generally north into the Missouri 


river, discharging thousands of gallons of 
raw sewage into the river. 
Jacobs and a small group within the old St. 
John-Overland Sewer District object to paying 
their full share of the cost of the new Cold- 
water trunk. 


Overland’s Mayor 


They have in place at the head of the 


creek a small trunk sewer serving some com- 
munities having inadequate treatment facili- 
ties, with the result that sewage from that 
trunk is dumped largely raw into the open 
creek in the heavily populated Berkeley area; 
for the remaining three-quarters of its length 
the creek is a giant open sewer. Engineers say 
the only proper way of handling the problem 
is to put in a large trunk line the whole 
length of the creek. 


Gravois and Coldwater are the last two 


major sanitary trunk sewers that the St. Louis 
area needs to protect the health of its people 
and to pave the way for planned economic 
growth that means new jobs and an expanded

Mr. Nixon in Maine 


Vice President Nixon in Maine continued 
his rather cautious effort to divorce himself 
from some Administration policies without 
giving up the flavor of full partnership .im- 
plied by the term “Eisenhower-Nixon Admin- 
istration,” which is liberally sprinkled through 
the party platform. 

Evidently Mr. Nixon wants to be identified 
with the Administration on foreign policy, and 
so he accepts full responsibility “for its fail- 
ures as well as its successes” in that field. 
But in*some domestic affairs, notably farm 
policy, he says he has differed with Admin- 
istration decisions but was overruled in favor 
of the advice of others. 

This posture raises two questions for the 
voter. In the first place, clarification is 
needed on just where, why and how Mr. 
Nixon parted company with an Administra- 
tion he has defended so vigorously. He says 
he has differed with the Administration farm 
policy, which he flatly describes as “wrong,” 
for five years. But on many occasions with- 
in the past five years he has praised that 
same policy to the skies—as in October, 1956, 
for example, when he was saying that “the 
Eisenhower farm program is working and will 
continue to work because it cuts right to the 
heart of the problem.” Mr. Nixon needs to 
reconcile the two statements, and to clarify 
in detail what other disagreements he has had 
with the President. 

Whatever those disagreements may have 
been, the voter is entitled also to ask how 
Mr. Nixon can apply one rule of responsibility 
in foreign affairs, and another in domestic af- 
fairs. Nobody would seriously accuse him of 
having personally participated in every for- 
eign policy decision during the past seven 
years, and it would be surprising if he had 
not disagreed with some of them. Neverthe- 
less he accepts full responsibility for Ad- 
ministration foreign policy as a whole. Why 
should he not accept full responsibility for its 
domestic policies on the same basis? 

Our own guess is that the phrase “Eisen- 
hower-Nixon Administration” overstates Mr. 
Nixon’s actual role, and that he is really being 
rather presumptuous in “accepting” responsi- 
bility for a foreign policy he did not make. 
But certainly he can’t have it both ways. If 
it’s to be ‘“Eisenhower-Nixon,” it will have 
to be ‘Eisenhower-Nixon” all the way. 


Counterfeit Drugs 


A chilling footnote to the Food and Drug 
Administration’s proposal to inspect the man- 
ufacture of pharmaceuticals was written re- 
cently at Hoboken, N.J. and Newark Airport. 
There some 400,000 counterfeit pills and tab- 
lets bearing the trade-marks of nationally 
known concerns were seized. Police said 
they were produced under “grossly unsani- 
tary conditions.” 

-It is not pleasant to think that any one of 
us may have taken one or more of these pills 
or tablets, or given them to some member of 
our family, any time in the past year or long- 
er. Yet that is the possibility, since the in- 
vestigation began all of nine months ago when 
shipments to Chicago, Florida and Texas were 
traced back to New Jersey. 

Surely inspection of drugs by the federal 
authorities is needed even more than most 
people would have believed, and greater re- 
sponsibility in the distribution of pharmaceu- 
ticals as well. This incident should spur the 
F&DA on to coping with the problems it 
dramatizes. : 


Lumumba’s Mistake 


For a man unable to keep order in his own 
house, Congolese Premier Lumumba was ir- 
responsible when he declared that his govern- 
ment has lost confidence in U.N. Secretary 
General Hammarskjold and asked that he be 
replaced by an observer team from 14 African 
and Asian countries. 

In view of the Secretary General’s impec- 
cably fair conduct, Lumumba did him a grave 
injustice by asking for observers “to assure 
the immediate and integral application of the 
Security Council’s resolutions.” Hammar- 
skjold’s quick trip to New York for amplified 
instructions when Katanga objected to the 
entrance of a U.N. force shows how scrupu- 
lous he has been. 

Lumumba’s trouble is that he has his own 
interpretation of the Security Council resolu- 
tions. They called for the withdrawal of Bel- 
gian troops, but the uneasy premier seems to 
believe that they constitute an order to place 
the U.N. forces at his disposal. He now 
wants an all-black U.N. force to shore up his 
power, especially in secessionist, Katanga. But 
that is not the U.N. mission. 

That the other African states may bé par- 
ticularly helpful in the Congo was recognized 
when they were asked to take a leading part 
while troops from the great powers purposely 
were excluded. Yet the force must be reason- 
ably representative of the U.N. as a whole, 
and it cannot be regarded as an instrument 
of any Congolese faction. It was not sent to 
impose internal political decisions. 

That Lumumba has so far misinterpreted 
the U.N. presence may be an indication of 
the difficulties ahead for people as unpre- 
pared for self-government as the Congolese. 
They desperately need friendly advice on the 
solution of their problems within a frame- 
work of freedom, law and order.

speak for the Jewish faith and John 
Kennedy, of the United States Con- 
gress from Massachusetts, was invited 
—and accepted—to speak for the Cath- 
olic faith,

golese: “You cannot be African. 


You are white.” 

A rumor that Belgians are 
disguising themselves as United 
Nations soldiers is circulating 
because of the non-Negro mili- 
tary contingents, which include, 
besides North Africans, some 
Irish and Swedish units. 

African solidarity, as far as 
the North Africans are _ con- 
cerned, has not been increased 
by a request made at a press 
conference by The Congolese 
premier, Patrice Lumumba, that 
‘“‘white troops” be withdrawn. 

“Somebody is pushing him to 
say that sort of thing,” a North 
African leader commented. 

Senior North African officers 
talk about their days at St. 
Cyr, the French military school, 
with pride in their own forma- 
tions and pity for the untrained 
Congolese forces left behind by 
“unenlightened Belgians.”’ 

Another North African leader 
said: 


Ralph J. Bunche, Hammar- 
skjold’s American Under-Secre- 
tary, played the leading role in 
organizing the U.N. Emergency 
Force in 1956. Bunche played a 
similar role in The Congo. A 
number of U.N. officers were 
transferred from the Middle East 
to The Congo. 


In assisting The Congo gov- 
ernment toward economic and 


| political viability, Hammarskjold 


had the advantage of an exist- 
ing organization which was 
formed last year at the Secre- 
tary General’s suggestion. It is 
known as OPEX: the initials 
stand for Operational and Execu- 
tive. Its beginnings have been 
extremely modest, a handful 
of men recruited trom over the | 
world to serve in expert Capa- ' 
cities in governments lacking 
trained personnel of their own. 


Hammarskjold’s idea in start- 
ing OPEX was that new and in- | 
experienced governments could 
receive such assistance from the | 
U.N. with less affront to their 
national pride than if experts 
were loaned by other national 
governments. It had the further 
advantage of carrying no politi- 
cal influence: there was no ques- 
tion of Russian experts—or 
American experts — forming 
wedges for cold-war or other na- 
tional purposes inside the new | 
countries. 


Henry was a sensation as an OPEX, now being greatly ex- 


panded, is forming a pool of in- 
ternational experts. As they 
train their replacements in one 
country, they move on to an- 
other. 

Hammarskjold’s toughest prob- 
lem in The Congo situation un- 
doubtedly was in the realm of 
world politics. Here it may be 
too early to judge his success 
finally, but American and Brit- 
ish diplomats are astounded that 
he has done so well, so far.

AUSTRALIAN BOY 
AIDNAPED JULY 7 
S FOUND DEAD 


SYDNEY, Australia, Aug. 16 
(AP) — The body of Graeme 
Thorne, 8-year-old kidnaped Syd- 
ney boy, has been found in the 
suburb of Seaforth, police an- 
nounced tonight. 

The boy disappeared on his 
way to school July 7 after his 
father, Basil Thorne, had won 
$223,000 in a June lottery. 

Ninety minutes after he left 
his home, a telephone caller 
with a foreign accent demanded 
25,000 Australian pounds ($56,- 
000) ransom for his safe return. 
The caller said if the money 


was not paid, “I'll feed him to: 


the sharks.” 

The parents sought to pay, but 
were never able to establish 
when and where the kidnapers 
wanted them to make contact. 

It was the first kidnaping of 
a child for ransom in Australia’s 
history. 

The body, bound and gagged, 
had been wrapped in a blanket. 

The announcement of the boy’s 
death came 40 days after he van- 
ished. In the interval search 
parties gave primary attention 
to French’s Forest, a timberland 
north of the city. 

Police, volunteers and trail 
dogs searched that area shortly 
after Graeme dropped from 
sight. 

Three days later the boy’s 
cap, raincoat, arithmetic book 
and lunch were found near a 
road in the forest. 

Police Commissioner Colin J. 
Delaney said it appeared the 
kidnapers had been there not 
more than 24 hours before and: 
might still be in the forest. But 
the revived hunt, joined by two 
navy helicopters, was fruitless.

NICOSIA, Cyprus, Aug. 16 
(UPI)—The strategic Mediterra- 
nean island of Cyprus began its 
independence today in bloodshed 
and a Cabinet crisis. 

Terrorists, striking in the first 
minutes after the island officially 
became sovereign at midnight, 
shot and seriously wounded the 
wife of a police sergeant who is 
a member of tne Turkish-speak- 
ing minority. 

The new president, Archbishop 
Makarios, came to his inaugura- 
tion lacking a foreign minister 
after his old friend, Nicos Krani- 
dotis, rejected that post in a sur- 
prising last-minute reversal. 

A crowd of 20,000 persons gath- 
ered outside the House of Repre- 
sentatives to hear former British 
Governor Sir Hugh Foot proclaim 
an end to 82 years of colonial 
rule. Makarios followed with an 
appeal for ‘‘close co-operation” 
among various political factions.

Ognized the new republic and 
elevated its consulate general 
here to embassy status. 

Consul General Fraser Wil- 
kins was nominated by President 
Eisenhower to be the first 
United States Ambassador here.

PRODUCTION 
STEADY INJULY

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (UPI) 
—The nation’s industrial produc- 
tion held steady in July, the 
Federal Reserve Board reported 
today. 

The board’s July index of the 
output from the nation’s mines, 
mills and utilities was un- 
changed from June at 109 per 
cent of the 1957 average. 


This was about the same level 
at which the index has hovered 
since early spring. 

“Iron and steel production 
showed somewhat more than the 
usual sharp curtailment in 
July,” the board said. Steel 
mills, operating at half of capa- 
city, were 30 per cent below the 
1957 level. However most steel 
consuming industries were hold- 
ing at or above the 1957 average. 


Auto production fell about 12 — 


per cent last month, partly re- 
flecting strikes at plants of a 
major. producer, the board 
noted, . 

The overall production index 
has moved within a relatively 
narrow range this year. It re- 
gistered 111 last January— 
matching the all-time record 
high — and dropped to 109 ia 
June.

ZURICH, Switzerland, Aug. 15. 

IT USED TO BE that we Americans were delighted to 
meet each other overseas. ‘‘Really? What part of Texas?” 
we asked. “Have you ever been to Sheboygan?” 

Nowadays, Europe is full of jet-propelled Americans— 
more than half a million, 
at present. The chic thing 
to do is NOT to run into 
other Americans. 

“We found this darling 
coal mining town in the 
Saar. It was quite dirty 
and the food was .impos- 
sible. But there wasn’t a 
single American in the 
place.” 

A good deal of this is 
due to the Burdick-Lederer 
best-seller, “The Ugly 
American.” This book 
proves conclusively that 


Americans overseas are the worst sort of people. 

They refuse to eat sheeps’ eyes with the Arabs. They 
mispronounce the future subjunctive of Persian poetry in the 
ugliest possible way. 

; The book has been translated into all languages. It is 
sold at nearly every European bookstore alongside ‘“‘Lolita 
and the Deep South hi-de-ho of Erskine Caldwell, 


It has given us and the natives a clearer picture 
of our roles. It has not been easy to live down to. 
But we overtip and sneer at the art galleries. Gener- 
ally, I think we are not too disappointing. 


It is difficult to get away from the Uglies. We flew 
from Tel Aviv (full of American tourists). To Athens (an 
outpost of Chicago). To Zurich (good Americans go to the

“Lugano,” said the Swiss Tourist man, “has a tourist 
business of 1,400,000 bed-nights a year. The Swiss themselves 
account for 40 per cent of the tourist business. Germans make 
up 20 per cent. The English are next with 19 per cent. 


“Belgians and Dutch are listed at 9 per cent 
each. And the French are 8 per cent. Americans are 
only 5 per cent of the total. They LOVE Americans 
in Lugano.” 


We asked him how we could be at our Ugliest—if they 
loved Americans so. He said it would be difficult. 

“Lugano is trying desperately to attract Americans. But 
they will not put in the attractions Americans demand.

Enlarged Heart 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

WHAT ABOUT an enlarged heart? Can it be restored to 
its normal size? MISS T. L. 

The heart doesn’t enlarge in the same direction in all 
cases. It enlarges to compensate for extra burden on one part 
or another. 

The heart is a remarkable organ. It is made of specialized 
muscle tissue which is found nowhere else in the body. 

It works two-thirds of the time, rests for one-third, which 
in a way is like the rest of our body. Roughly, we sleep one- 
third of the time, and we are active for two-thirds. 

Anyway, the heart is, in essence, four separate chambers 
which hold the blood surrounded by the muscle which, by 
contracting rhythmically, lets the chambers fill, then pushes 
the blood along. 

Valves between the various chambers make the blood 
move in the proper direction each time the muscle contracts. 


When the heart becomes enlarged, there are two 
principal reasons (there are other lesser ones). The 
main ones are high blood pressure which makes the 
heart work harder, and leaks in the valves which let 
some of the blood move backward with each pulse, so 
the heart has to work harder in order to pump the 
same total amount through the body. 


High blood pressure, or a defective aortic valve (from 
rheumatic fever op other cause) will put the pressure on the 
left ventricle, or left lower chamber. If the mitral valve is 
damaged the pressure is principally on the left upper chamber 
or auricle. a 

When the heart becomes enlarged, it does so to make up 
for the added work which is put upon it. An enlarged heart 
doesn’t necessarily mean a failing heart, although naturally 
the cause of the excessive strain should be corrected when 
possible. At the same time, once the heart is enlarged, it 
usually remains so. 

If the cause is high blood pressure, and the pressure is 
corrected, there may be a moderate reduction in size of the 
heart. 


The most dramatic return to normal that I know 

of is that which occurs when Vitamin B deficiency 

- (beriberi) is corrected. These days, beriber! is seen 

mainly in alcoholics who don’t eat much and certainly 

~ don’t eat wisely. When these people are put back on a 

sensible diet, their enlarged hearts reduce remarkably. 

But in most other cases of enlarged heart, the enlarge- 
ment remains. 
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Plight of Boy in Nursing Home 


- David Has Never Known a Normal Life—Thrives on a Little Love

“LOOK, I’ve got new sun 
glasses.” 

This was the first thing David 
said tome. He was excited over 
the sun glasses with tiny spin- 
ning pinwheels on the frame. 

David is 8 years old, and at 
first glance he looks like an av- 
erage, attractive, appealing crew- 
cut-topped, ball-of-energy child 
of that age. After a while, you 
realize he isn’t quite a normal 
8-year-old. He hasn’t had quite 
a normal life. 

When David was born, his 
mother relinquished him—as she 
did three other children—for 
adoption. He was placed in two 
temporary foster homes his first 
two years. Because he didn’t 
start talking and walking on 
schedule, psychological tests 
were made which showed that 
David's I.Q. was below normal, 
and he was placed by the court 
in an institution for brain-dam- 
aged children. 

The woman who ran the home 
recalled that it was a_ wild, 
stormy night when he was 
brought there. Her daughter took 
a fancy to David and lavished 
affection on him. Then she mar- 
ried and moved away. The rec- 
ords show that David cried, 
sometimes as long as six hours 
at a time, after she’d gone. 


When he was 5 years old, in 
the middle of the night, the home 
burned down. David was found 
wandering about and was taken 
to a nursing home, where he has 
lived ever since. 

Much has been written in criti- 
cism of nursing homes, and this 
one, which takes both elderly 
persons and children, is perhaps 
not a model setting, but it is one 
of four places in this area which 
take such children. David has 
improved there. 

Mrs. Martha Kohler, the at- 
tendant who cares for David, ob- 
viously loves all her children. 
She took us through the three 
rooms of the building. In beds 
were: a child of 15 the size of a 
3-year-old, with frail misshapen 
bones and staring eyes; a beau- 
tiful curly-haired 4-year-old boy, 
blind and paralyzed; two Negro 
children, one spastic; a white 
haired, blue skinned girl who 
looked like a fragile infant but is 
6 years old; a 14-year-old girl 
whom Mrs. Kohler has just 
taught to walk. 

“We'll have this one walking, 
too,” she said of the immobile 
15-year-old. ‘‘Then we’ll get him 
a bicycle.” 


A flicker of a smile crossed 
the hitherto expressionless face. 
As the attendant moved from 
“‘case”’ to “case” it was touch- 
ing to see the “case” become 
an individual. The blind boy 
smiled at the sound of her 
voice. The blue baby smiled 
when she picked her up and 
said, “Here, let’s take off this 
hot shirt.”

In the yard, David plays with 
a Mongoloid girl who never talks 
and a retarded boy whom Mrs. 
Kohler has taken into her home. 

There are other people in 
David's life. There is Mrs. Louise 
Rederer, social worker for the 
County Health Department who 
came into the picture sevefal 
years ago and decided -Ahat 
David might be educable, al- 
though up to a year ago he had 
not talked. Last year David 
started at one of the Special 
District for the Handicapped 
schools and has done well. 


Several months ago Mrs. 
Rederer called Mrs. Anne James, 
executive secretary of the Junior 
League, and asked if the League 
could furnish a volunteer driver 
to take David to the day camp 
for handicapped children at 
Tower Grove Park twice a week. 

Mrs. James, a divorced wdrk- 
ing mother with responsibilities 
of her own, began going to see 
David and the more she saw of 
him, the more convinced she be- 
came that more can be done for 
him, 

The County Child Welfare of- 
fice believes so, too, and is try- 
ing to find a foster boarding 
home for David. If this works 
out, David might be placed for 
adoption—if anyone wants to 
adopt him. 

Those who believe in David 
do not want to sentimentalize

What the declarer must train 
himself to do, assuming he is

The peril asso- 
ciated with a finesse can fre- 
quently be overcome by adopt- 
ing a different method of play 
that is guaranteed to succeed.

We believe 
family life can help a child de- 
velop far more than the best 
institutional care . . . if only 
we could find the right people.”

Beware Bargain Paint

THE AVERAGE housewife 
would probably walk right past 
a store that advertised prime 
sirloin steak at $1.00 a pound, 
two pounds for $1.01 and if you 
tried to sell her husband two 
tires for the family car for only 
cent more than the: price of a 
single tire, he'd figure they 
weren’t’ very good tires and 
you’d lose the sale. But if you 


offered either of them a gallon 


of house paint for $8.45, two gal- 
lons for $8.46, you'd probably 
get them to buy. And if they 
used the paint on their house 
they'd probably live to regret it. 

When it ‘comes to paint, just 
as with most other -things, you 
get exactly what you pay for. 
There is no such thing as “real 
bargains” when it comes to 
paint. It costs money to make 
a gallon of paint and the more 
money it costs to make, the bet- 
ter the paint. When you see two 
gallons of paint advertised for 
only a cent or two more than 
One gallon, it usually means that 
the first gallon was way over 
priced to begin with. Here’s the 
way it works: 

Someone gets a lot of cheap 
paint that may sel] for around 
$4.00 a gallon. Now there may 
be nothing wrong with this paint 


for what it is, but it’s not the 
same quality as paint that sells 
for $8.00 or more a gallon. They 
advertise the $4.00 as eight dol- 


lar paint and then toss in an. 


extra gallon for one cent. The 
result is that they sell a whale 
of a lot of cheap paint and the 
buyers think they are getting the 
quality stuff. 

Now the question may come 
up as to what’s wrong with the 
$4.00 paint to begin with, and 
the answer is that there may 
be nothing wrong with it except 
that it’s not as good as the 
$8.00 a gallon paint and will 
probably not last as long. As 
the major cost in painting a 
house is for labor, you want to 
use a paint that will last as 
long as possible. A good quality 
paint will last from four to five 
years. A cheap paint may only 
last two or three years and 
some of the real “bargain 
paints” may only last a year.

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quarterdeck sundowner in his 
own right used the influence of 
his name and family to help per- 
suade Congress to authorize two 
experimental vessels. One of 
these was launched as U.S.S. 
Mississippi. The ship and her 
promoter and her first com- 
mander, Matthew Calbraith 
Perry, were destined together 
for a unique place in world his- 
tory. 

Broad-beamed, the Mississippi 
was fast and steady in all weath- 
er—a deep-sea cruiser of a range 
and power phenomenal in those 
days. It became the showpiece 
of the United States Navy, pre- 
senting its black topsides at 
ports around the world in more 
than a quarter million miles of 
cruising. Perry became the 
Navy’s reigning hero. So it was 
fitting that this ship and this 
commander should sét out in 
1853 on still another mission: to 
open by massive persuasion the 
gates of Japan, hitherto sealed. 

In the first days of that July, 
Nipponese fishermen saw four 
American men-of-war plowing 
toward the forbidden coast at 
Cape Sagami. In the van were 
the Mississippi and the Susque- 
hahna, The squadron was heavily 
freighted with two years’ pro- 
visions, a cargo, of gifts, in- 
terpreters, wines, cutlasses, and 
an embossed letter of friendship 
from President Millard Fillmore 
to the Emperor of Japan. 

The black-hulled squadron 
moved slowly into the strait that 
leads into Yedo Bay (now Tokyo 
Bay). Angry guard boats orna- 
mented with black tassels 
swarmed about. The flagship 
made a signal: “Have no com- 
munication with shore: allow 
none from shore.” Anchors rat- 
tled out as the ships came in 
line. When the echoes died away, 
Japan’s age-old, shut-in history 
ended. 


A fact our schoolbooks some- 
times neglect to teach is that 
Perry’s expedition, undertaken 
by special decision of Presi- 
dent and Cabinet, was at bot- 
tom an act of aggression and 
a virtual challenge to war. 
Perry’s genius lay in his pre- 
venting an actual war and in 
achieving a peaceable agree- 
ment that surmounted immense 
barriers. No one had trained 
Old Matt Perry to be a diplo- 
mat. He came by the art in- 
stinctively. 


The American Republic had 
sought to isolate itself from dy- 
nastic Europe, only to find itself 
in 1850 moving out into the far 
Pacific. For its part, the Japa- 
nese Empire, after some un- 
happy experiences with European 
traders and missionaries, had 
isolated itself in 1825 from virtual- 
ly the entire outside world. Ships 
of foreign infidels were pro- 
hibited from entering Japanese 
ports, while Japanese subjects 
were prevented from sailing fur- 
ther from the islands than junks 
could carry them. The Japanese 
failed to reckon with Yankee 
whalers, or with American mer- 
chantmen bound for Canton and 
anxious for a port of call, or 
with the California gold rush, 
now bringing masses of Ameri- 
cans to the Pacific water’s edge, 
eyes turning toward the Orient. 

Finally, the old courtiers of 
Yedo failed to understand one 
of the first rules of aristocracy— 
courtesy—and it was this that 
was to prove their undoing. When 
shipwrecked American seamen 
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Perry first landed in Japan at Kurihama, at entrance to Tokyo Bay, July 14, 1853. The event was recorded by his official artist, Wilhelm Heine. 


in distress sought succor on their 
shores, the Japanese made short 
shrift of them, jailing whole 
crews. Commodore Perry was 
coming to clarify this matter— 
and to open ports and coaling 
stations, to boot. 

Well-born, haughty, meticulous- 
ly white-gloved, Perry was the 
very model of a theatrical ad- 
miral—and he knew precisely 
how and when to apply his 
theatrics to the impressionable 
Japanese. 

Down the bay, as Perry an- 
chored, gesticulating Japanese 
officials in guard boats con- 
verged to try to stop this ruth- 
less violation, while a boatload 
of artists came alongside to 
record the scene for posterity. 
The officials tried to clamber 
aboard, but were held back with 
bare steel.~The artists did bet- 
ter, lingering to catch glimpses 
of a gilded, godlike personage 
whose lieutenants soon made it 
known that he was the American 
Lord of the Forbidden Interior. 

The Lord of the Forbidden In- 
terior, secreting himself in his 
quarters, produced two interpret- 
ers who tried to make several 
things clear. First of all, the 
American commander would re- 
ceive no one aboard but a func- 
tionary of the highest rank. 

‘“‘We have the vice governor of 
Uraga aboard,” explained an of- 
ficial in a lacquered hat, coming 
alongside in a barge. ‘‘He is of 
very high rank.” 

But Perry was not receiving 
any vice governors. ‘‘Why did 
you not bring the governor?”’ 
his interpreter’ called down. 

“He is forbidden to board 
ships. Will the Lord of. the For- 
bidden Interior designate an of- 
ficer of rank low enough to talk 
to the vice governor?”’ 

Lt. Contee, admitting Vice Gov. 
Saberosuke on board—the first 
Japanese emissary to be re- 
ceived on an American ship— 
began by flatly insisting ‘“‘no 
boats shall hang around our ves- 
sels.”’ 

“It is Japanese custom,” was 
the answer. 

“We too have our customs, 
and with men-of-war one of the 
laws is that no boat is allowed 
to come within a certain range.” 

No one had ever talked like 
this to the Japanese before. What 
came next was even more formi- 
dable. The lieutenant explained 
that his commander had brought 
a letter from the President of 
the United States to the Emperor 
of Japan, and that he wished a 
suitable officer sent on board to 
receive it, in order that a day 
might be fixed for formal de- 
livery of the original. The vice 
governor countered that the 
American ships must quit Yedo 
Bay. He was told they would not 
move, and if the guard boats 
were not removed at once, they 
would be dispersed by force. 
The unhappy Saberosuke re- 
moved them. 


In the days that followed, 
while the government was 
floundering over what to do or 
say, its. agents on the spot 
‘practiced their own oriental 
variety of psychological war- 
fare, sending out to the ships 
negotiators bearing deceptive 
instructions, false names, and 
imaginary titles. In this Gilbert 
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as the squadron weighed anchor 
again in the China Sea. 


Obviously the American Lord 
was going to have to be given 
an answer. 

This occurred at a viceregal 
ceremony on March 8, 1854, at 
Yokohama, from which we 
may date the opening of regu- 
lar relations between~the two 
great powers of the Pacific. 
This time Perry mustered 27 
boatloads of men and three 
bands, while the Japanese in 
resignation erected five build- 
ings and assigned the shogun’s 
chief minister to receive him. 
At the moment he crossed the 
threshold of Treaty House, his 
ships let loose a 21-gun salute 
in honor of the Emperor, while 
the Japanese ensign was brok- 
en out at the masthead of 
Perry’s flagship. 


| When the smoke had rolled 


away, the dazzled Japanese were 
quite in the master showman’s 
hand—or so it seemed. Yes, they 
said, their government was dis- 
posed to enter into some friendly 
arrangement with the United 
States. In fact, a treaty of anaity 
might be in order, opening two 
ports to American commerce as 
a beginning, and guaranteeing 


* our citizens consular protection. 


In the end, after the cere- 
monial feasting and drinking of 
sake that was to become the fi- 
nal hazard of Perry’s historic 
expedition, Perry got his treaty. 
It was not as sweeping a one as 
enthusiasts back home had de- 
manded, but it did at least open 
the door of Japan. The treaty 
read: ‘‘There shall be a perfect, 
permanent, and universal peace, 
and a sincere and cordial amity, 
between the United States of 
America. . . . and the Empire of 
Japan.”

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The Japanese, long cut off from the outside world, were 
amazed by American dress, manners and mechanical ce- 
vices. A Japanese artist made this drawing of the steam- 
ship Mississippi in Perry's squadron. He wrote that ‘no 
storm can stop it, and it runs like a swimming dragon.” 
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and Sullivan masquerade, how- 
ever, the shogun’s men found 
themselves matched by a com- 
parable American actor. Perry 
would have made an ideal ad- 
miral of Japan. 


While the inquisitive eyes ran 
over his ships, it was explained 
to Perry that months would pass 
before he could expect an answer 
to the President’s letter. Very 
well, he replied; he had time and 
would take his ships to the China 
coast for the fall and winter and 
come back for the answer early 
the following year. 

Before leaving, Perry made 
one splendid appearance at the 
special landing place previously 
prepared for him. All his ships 
took station in line offshore to 
guard against possible treachery. 
Then 15 cutters and longboats, 
bearing officers in full dress, 
sailors, marines and two bands, 
rowed to the wharf. 

Escorted to the newly built re- 
ception hall, the American com- 
mander and his suite took places 
on red-covered seats amid total 
silence. Two tall Negro crewmen 
bore the decorated boxes con- 
taining the letter and other docu- 
ments and placed them before 
the huddled Japanese. 

After Perry sailed away, the 
rulers of Japan were impelled 
to do something they had never 


dreamed of before, to ask the | 


advice of their subordinates as 
to how to proceed next. Messages 
were rushed ‘out to the feudal 
chieftains along the length of 
Honshu. 

Some wanted to fight. Yet 
there remained the question of 
what to fight with. Japan had 
no navy and very little money in 
the exchequer.

Money is one of the truly great 
pleasures of life, and the m°.

It is still true that money in 
itself can’t buy happiness — and 
never could. But can you name 
a better down payment? 


There are a number of ways 
of acquiring money, and how 
you acquire it determines to a 
considerable extent the fun you 
get from it. The average man’s 
dream of utter glory is to in- 


There are those who insist that 
only money earned by his own 
sweat enobles a man and gives 
him character. But this is for 
most of us a terribly tedious way 
to build either cash or charac- 
ter, and sometimes we wind up 
without much of either. 

Besides, earned money isn’t 
nearly as much fun to spend as 
given money. 

Show me a self-made million-

aire and, in most cases, I’ll show 
you a man with a padlock on his 
pocketbook who spends with a 
limited sense of joy because he 
is too aware of how much toil 
and lost sleep his money cost 
him. What he really enjoys more 
is bragging about how poor he 
was as a youth, and how many 
sacrifices he had to make to be- 
come rich. He has become a 
moneyed martyr. 

But show me a man who has 
inherited a million dollars and 
I’ll show you a man who will get 
five million dollars worth of 
mileage out of his fortune. 
Spared the agony of having had 
to earn it, he finds double pleas- 
ure in every dollar he spends. 

The average man in this life 
is a prisoner of the next payday 
and the next pay hike. 

If he is making $90 a week and 
expecting a $10 raise, he starts 
right in living at a $100 clip. 
When’ he finally gets the extra 
10 bucks, it makes no difference 
in his scale of living. He has 
already been living $10 a week 
beyond his means. 

“I’m no better off than I was 
before,” he moans. 

Here we have the key trouble 
with money you earn yourself. 
You only get to spend it once— 
and it’s gone. 

Inherited money doesn’t usual- 
ly work that way. Suppose you 


have a crusty old uncle who has 
so much money he hides it in 
the crotches of trees. 

Naturally, when he passes to 
his eternal reward, you will be 
mentioned in the will.

So you and your wife start 
planning what you'll do with 
the dough. In these daydreams 
you take a trip around the 
world, buy a_ Rolls-Royce, 
break the bank at Monte Car- 
lo—do 1001 things you could 
never do on your own income, 
You spend the money 100 dif- 
ferent ways, each time enjoy- 
ing it more. 


When you do finally get the 
bequest, even if it turns out to 
be a paltry $750, you’ve had 
more fun in advance with the 
money than your thrifty uncle 
could in a dozen lifetimes. 

The moral is, don’t always try 
to do things the hard way. It 
is the unexpected windfalls that 
make this world a wonderland. 

Don’t let false pride stand in 
your way.

Khrushchev and Powers 


HYDE PARK, Aug. 16. 

I CANNOT HELP WONDERING what Premier Khrush- 

chev can be planning in relation to the forthcoming Powers 
espionage trial. 

Anyone engaged in flying a plane for reconnaissance pur- 
poses knows what risks he takes and should be well schooled 
on how to behave under whatever circumstances occur. He 
should also be well prepared beforehand for the possibility 
of capture and should know that anyone engaged as a spy 
runs the risk of being sentenced to death. 

Hence when Khrushchev grants visiting visas for 
the flyer’s parents and when the father says that the 
Premier has promised to help him, it strikes me that 
Khrushchey is planning to use this opportunity for 
some propaganda purpose. 

Possibly the lawyers and judges will agree that young 
Powers is guilty of spying and that under the law he should 
be sentenced to death. Khrushchev may then make some grand 
gesture of magnanimity, to prove to the people of the United 
States how forgiving the Soviets are and how much they 
want peace between us. On the other hand, he may think it 
sufficient to allow the parents and the wife to come over to 
see the flyer before he dies. He may feel that this is enough of 
a gesture and he may want to warn all others who may try 
to follow in Powers’s footsteps that there is an inevitable end 
for those who are captured. 

I would judge this to be the more normal way for Khrush- 
chev to think, except that propaganda-wise it would bring 
comparatively little comment either here or abroad—and of 
course the gentleman is very conscious of the propaganda 
effects he wants in the world, In any case, the trial should not 
take very long, since Powers himself has apparently made a 
complete confession. 

TO JUDGE by the newspaper accounts, neither political 
party nor any of the candidates seems particularly happy 
about this special session of Congress. It is tragic, I think, 
that where a matter of such importance as the minimum wage 
comes up and one of the candidates speaks, the majority of 
Senate members have left to go home to dinner. 

It seems to me that this is a great lack of courtesy 
on the part of members of both parties. True, the Re- 
publicans know that their candidate can ‘sit with dignity 
and never be engaged in a controversy of a speech on 
the floor. But the Democrats should realize that it does 
not enhance the importance of their candidate for him 
to be left addressing empty seats. 

' Senator Kennedy made an excellent presentation that was 


packed with information, and it was not his fault that the | 
senators did not stay to listen. As expected, Senator Gold- | 
water opposed Senator Kennedy’s proposal to raise the mini- | 


mum wage from $1 to $1.25 an hour over a three-year period. 


But then, I can think of nothing in the way of welfare for the | 


worker or the less fortunate members of society which Senator 


Goldwater at some point does not think harmful-to the Amer- 
ican ideal.

“JEALOUSY IS cruel as the 
grave,” sait the wisest man of 
his time. And yet we treat jeal- 
ousy lightly, we laugh at it, we 
deliberately incite it. 

At. the Municipal Opera pro- 
duction of ‘‘Knights of Song,’’ we 
saw how jealozsy embittered 
the lives of the two collabora- 
tors, Gilbert and Sullivan. 
Though Gilbert war the touchy 
aggressor, Sullivan was not 
without blame; quietly provoca- 
tive, he jockeyed for position. 

You would think that there 
was fame enough for both, and 
that self-interest, if nothing 
higher, would have dictated a 
little generosity and mutual loy- 
alty. But jealous people are not 
quite sane. They can’t even see 
where their interests lie; and 
too oiten they do what no rival 
could have done to them; they 
destroy themselves. 


Another famous team that 
broke up on the shoals of jeal- 
Ousy was Erckmann-Chatrian, 
two Alsatian w iters whose 
names were written as one. 
Their play, translated as ‘“‘The 
Bells,” was immensely popular 
in London and New York; an- 
other , “L’“mi Fritz,” was still 
being played at the Comedie- 
Francaise during my student 
days. Innumerable short stories 
and novels had brought them 
both fame and money. In the 
end, however, they distrusted 
each other.

Willa Cather in her ‘‘Professor’s 
House,” described a green tinge 
which spread over the face of 
the face of the younger sister, 
and that is literally true. I have 
seen it a few times. 

Jealousy can be broken down 
into covetousness, possessive- 
ness, and envy. Not every one 
has all three components, but 
most people have one or more, 
though they try to disguise the 
fact. Nobody likes to own up to 
jealousy; it is a humiliating ad- 
mission that one feels some lack 
or inadequency, some failure or 
uncertainity. 

When we covet, we want some- 
thing that another person has 
by right. Covetousness was ex- 
pressly forbidden in the Ten 
Commandments, along with mur- 
der, theft and adultery. ‘Thou 
shalt not covet.” 

When we are possessive we 
want to guard what we have by 
right—or think we have—and 
which we feel may be threat- 
ened.

It is resentment at 
another’s popularity or success 
or status; we don’t really covet 
what he has so much as we be- 
grudge him the enjoyment of it. 
We belittle him with slighting
